Widespread interest in the “Callfor- 
nia plan” of co-operative marketing | 
makes. especially timely Department 
Bulletin 1287, Organization and: De 
velopment of a Co-operative Citrus- 
Fruit Marketing Agency, just. issued 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. In 1891, when shipments 
were a lfetie more than 4,000 cars,
